Ancilher tragedy stiuck New York City on Nov. 12 ‘ 
I xlien American Airlines flight 587 crashed into a i 
-Liburb in Queens. I 

The Airbus A300 departed from John F. Kennedy I 
International Airport at 9;14 a.ir.. en route for the I 
Dominican Republic. Only three minutes later it ' 
crashed into the waterfront neighbourhood of 
Rockaway Beach. 

All 360 passengers and crew as well as five people | 
on the ground were killed. Five infants were includ- , 
cd among the dead. I 

Plane crashes arc never good for an airline's busi- I 
ness, but this one comes at an extremely vulnerable 
time for North America’s travel industry, which is 
still suffering from the effects of the Sept. II ter- 
rorist attacks on New York. 

I More than 100,000 workers in the airline industry 
I have lost their jobs in the past two months. Canada 
3000, Canada's second largest airline, went bank- 
rupt, mostly because people stopped flying after 
■ four planes were hijacked on Sept. 1 1. 

I Now this. 

Flight 587 was not hijacked and all evidence sug- 
, gests it wasn't sabotaged. A mechanical failure 
I caused this tragic crash. The same thing happened 
in 1998 when Swissair Flight 1 1 1 went down off the 
coast of Nova Scotia killing 229 and when the Air 
France Concorde crashed into a hotel outside 
France killing 1 13. 

Thousands worldwide were shocked and saddened 
j by these accidents, but they continued to live their 
I lives by travelling by air. The crashes didn’t stop 
them from heading south for vacation, or to the west 
coast to spend Christmas with their families. 

And neither should this crash. 

Yes, it’s tragic and yes, these are uneasy times we 
live in. but life must go on. 

Don’t cancel your trip to Florida or Mexico this 
I winter. Take that Caribbean cruise; do the things 
I you’ve always dreamed of. The longer North 
Americans slay away from airports, the more jobs 
will be lost and the deeper our economics will slip 

We can’t keep ourselves sheltered in our homes, 
under blankets, watching the latest news on CNN, 
We've got to show the world that terrorists and 
freak accidents aren’t going to stop us from living 
outlives. 

We mu.st realize things built by man will eventual- 
ly falter. Car brakes fail, boats sink, trains derail and 
plane.s crash. It’s something that can’t be avoided, 
but the one-in-a-raillion chance roust be taken to 
keep North America out of economic peril. 

Flying is still the safest mode of transportation and 
everybody must use it. 

You don't hesitate to get in your car after seeing an 
accident on TV. so don't cancel those flight reserva- 
tions because of this.
